Nashville, Tenn., Sept. 14.-—The in­ 
dependent Democrats of Tennessee 
lay indorsed the candidacy of Ca pf. 
Ben W. Hooper, republican nominee 
for governor, and further cut loose 
from the regular wing by referring 
the I atter’s harmony resolution to 
the new independent state executive 
committee without discussion. 
Formidable Triumvirate. 
Thus was organized a formidable 
looking triumvirate to campaign for 
Ai republican governor, the trium­ 
virate consisting of republicans, in­ 
dependent democrats and state-wide 
prohibitionists. The independents and 
prohibitionists are so closely orga­ 
nized as to overlap in their member­ 
ship. 
The possible break in the solid 
♦S2Si!lLoutlined 
today’s convention 


extends to only one office, the gov 
ernorship. 
I here is a “gentlemen’s 
agreement between the independents 
and republicans that neither party 
will invade the other’s “safe”’ legis­ 
lative territory, and 
this the 
in­ 
dependents say assures a democratic 
legislature. The last republican gov­ 
ernor in Tennessee was Alvin Haw­ 
kins, in 1S81-&2. It is a curious fact 
that his election was due to a dem­ 
ocratic spilt, led by Judge S. F. Wil­ 
son, who was elected to the court of 
Civil Appeals as an independent in 
the judiciary election last August, 
which was the forerunner of today’s 
convention. 
Program Carried Gut. 
The convention was run off without 
a ripple of opposition to the pro­ 
gram of the leaders, whose only wor­ 
ry was to keep the enthusiastic dele­ 
gates from prematurely suspending 
the rules and nominating Hooper by 
acclamation. This was attempted, but 
ruled out of order by the permanent 
chairman, R. E. L. Mountcastle, Na­ 
tional democratic committeeman for 
Tennessee. There was a long wait 
for committee reports, and then plat­ 
form resolutions were adopted and 
nominations made in rapid succession 
by unanimous rising votes. The reso­ 
lution on harmony reads as follows: 
Harmony Resolution Referred. 
“We recommend that the resolu­ 
tion sent to this convention by the 
Patterson committee be referred to 
the state committee elected by this 
convention for proper answer in ac­ 
cordance with the action and nomi­ 
nation of this convention.” 
Gen. McCarn’s Democracy. 
During the speechmaking former 


Attorney General Jeff McCara de­ 
fined the delegates’ general opinion 
as to their straight democracy when 
he said: 
‘ I’m a straight democrat and I’m 
going right straight to the polls and 
vote for Capt. Hooper.” 
The pardon of Senator Carmack’s 
slayer was denounced repeatedly by 
the speakers and each denouncement 
was received with shouts of approv­ 
al. Temporary Chairman G. T. Fitz­ 
hugh of Memphis brought the audi­ 
ence to its feet when he said of the 
Carmack-Cooper case: 
‘When the highest court, despite 
his (Patterson’s) efforts to coerce it. 
had handed down a decree which 
branded his closest friend and chief 
political adviser as a murderer, he 
spat upon and trampled underfoot 
this judgment, which was in accord 
with law and justice and which met 
with the approval of the civilized 
world.”

New York, Sept. 14.—Here is the 
lineup as it exists in the Roosevelt- 
Old Guard fight for control of the 
republican state convention. 
Based on a thorough study of the 
men and the situation, it indicates 
that the Old Guard will have the 
votes to whip the lion\ hunter and 
elect the man they have already de­ 
cided in in the regular way—Vice 
President Sherman. 
A friend of Col. Roosevelt today 
was unable to figure within forty 
votes of a majority for the lion hunt­ 
er. 
FT.ends of Col. Roosevelt are not 
enthusiastic ‘over the outlook. They 
expected the delegates from Montauk 
to Lake Erie to engage in a wild 
scramble to get into the Roosevelt 
band wagon. They predicted that the 
party leaders would break speed rec­ 
ords in flocking to his support. They 
asserted that the mere announce­

Said he had wanted to go back on a 
visit and ste would not go with hi ti 
Several times during tie exami­ 
nation when the tragedy wa? men­ 
tioned, he wept bitterly. 
Defendant s father was again plac­ 
ed on the stand and testified mat 
the parents of defendant’s mother 
were first cousins. 
Defense placed Dr. John W. Dnk-i 
on the stand to testify as an expert 
on the question of insanity. (He ob­ 
jected to the term export, however.) 
Witness stated that he had served 
on the medical staff of a large asy­ 
lum in New York City for a num­ 
ber of years, and after that in the 
Connecticut state asylum for several 
years. Had made a physical examina­ 
tion of defendant. 
Defense then outlined the testi­ 
mony that bad been given, mentioning 
the fact that his grandparents had 
been first cousins, that on one oc­ 
casion while a small boy he had 
crept under the bed in great terror 
and 
when after several hours be 
had come out be begged his father 
not to let the men hurt him, when 
as a matter of fact no men were 
near; that on another occasion he 
had been sent a few yards from the 
house after an arm load of wood 
and was found several hours after­ 
wards nearly a mile from home in 
a dazed condition, remembering noth­ 
ing about what had happened, the 
incidents leading up to the killing, 
the conduct of defendant then ani 
afterwards, and upon this put the 
hypothetical question concerning tile 
insanity of a man whose conduct 
was like that. Witness stated that 
he would consider him insane with­ 
out a doubt. 
Cross examined, he stated that be 
had never seen defendant until a few 
hours before. Physical examination 
showed the pupil of one eye larger 
than the other, indicating unequal 
blood pressure on the brain. Admit­ 
ted that there are drugs that pro­ 
duce this effect.

One sixteenth negro blood makes 
a person a negro in the district, ac­ 
cording to a decision recently rend­ 
ered by Justice Wright of the dis­ 
trict supreme court in this case. 
Last fall the Wall child obtained 
permission to enter the Brookland 
public school. Later, the principal, 
■Miss Lytle, received information to 
the effect that the child was of negro 
parentage, though no one would sus­ 
pect from persona! appearance that 
she is not white. The principal re­ 
quested that the child he withdrawn 
from the school. The parents declined 
to do so. the result being the usual 
mandamus 
proceedings.

In cases of temporary, insan­ 
ity it was nothing unusual for pat­ 
ient to forget the events during his 
derangement.

tim e are required to fully determine 
sanity or insanity varying from a 
few minutes to six months. 
A man 
with weak mind more likely to be­ 
come unbalanced by nervous shock 
than one with strong mind. 


Dr. J. R. Runyan, who had attend­ 
ed Prentiss during the time he was 
suffering from his wound was plac­ 
ed on the stand and testified about 
the same as Dr. Duke.

opinion that a severe nervous shock 
would effect an imbecile more than 
it would a person of normal mind: 
that the extreme effect of such a

might blot out the memory indefi­ 
nitely. 
In answer to the question 
whether or not a man in that con­ 
dition would be capable of walking 
and talking as usual he answered 
in effect that as far as the world 
is concerned he could, or th at one 
might act “curious” or indifferent. 
W itness could not answ er whether 
one in such condition knew that one 
existed. Explained the actions of one 
in this condition thus: That they are 
mere automatons and act without re­ 
flecting and drawing logical conclu­ 
sions. Thought a sane man never 
killed himself and that an attem pt 
a t self-destruction is an indication 
of insanity; and th a t' it is possible 
for one to be cool and deliberate in 
taking his own life and after hav­ 
ing killed another.

Guthrie, Ok., Sept. 14.—The vital 
statistics 
reported 
to state 
health 
commissioner, J. c. Marr for the 
month of July show nearly three 
times as many birth* as deaths dur­ 
ing that month.

of births was 2,067, while the deaths 
numbered 756. 
Typhoid fever was the most prev­ 
alent disease in Oklahoma during 
July. A total of 500 cases were re­

There were sixt.v- 
eight deaths from the disease. Pneu­ 
monia appears to be the most fatal 
disease in Oklahoma. In July there 
were thirty cases reported and all 
but two of them died.
